SECTARIANISM. 

The  d*yi  of  the  Inquisition,  the  bnming 
fagot  and  the  drowning  of  witches  have 
long  since  paaard.  The  Christian  world, 
instead  of  looking  upon  the  enrollment  of 
their  name*  upon  the  record*  of  a  particu¬ 
lar  church  nr  the  holding  of  special  tenets 
as  entitling  them  to  the  claim*  of  disciple- 
ship,  are  beginning  more  gencially  to  rec¬ 
ognise  the  great  truth  that  “  Ood  ia  no  re¬ 
specter  of  peraona,  but  in  every  nation  he 
that  fen  ret  1 1  Him  and  work  righteousness  is 
accepted  with  Him.”  A  kindlier  state  of 
feeling  prevails  among  the  churche*.  at 
bigotry  and  prejudice  are  gradually  giving 
way  before  the  benignant  rays  of  tbo  Sun 
of  aiwhtoo— am.  The  “works  of  the 
flesh  ”  are  leu  evident,  because  the  “fruit* 
of  the  Bpirit”  are  more  abundantly  mani¬ 
fest,  Love,  which  so  readily  overleaps  de¬ 
nominational  pales  is  uniting  the  hearts  ol 
the  children  of  God  of  every  persuasion  : 
and  the  disciple*  of  Christ,  instead  of 
studying  upon  the  peculiarities  that  con- 
atitute  Hum  Methodists,  PresbytcrisDs. 
Baptists,  Oongrrgatioaaliata,  Episcopal! 
ana,  etc.,  are  ceasing  to  wrangle  about  their 
differences,  and  are  contemplating  with 
pleasure  their  many  and  essential  point*  of 
agreement,  and  striving  to  present  a  bold 
and  united  front  to  the  heathen  world  and 
to  the  enemies  of  God — feriing.  and  prac¬ 
tically  saying,  we  are  all  one  in  Christ." 

But  this  promise  of  true  Christisn  union, 
this  foretsste  of  millenial  felicity,  is  not 
universal.  There  are  still  to  be  found  nu¬ 
merous  individuals,  and  soma  churches, 
who  are  practically  uying,  "I  am  holier 
than  then.”  These  count  much  on  their 
remote  origin,  or  on  what  in  oommon  par- 
lance  is  denominated  “  respectability," 
which  ia  determined  by  their  pecuniary  in* 
dependence,  their  costly  apparel,  their 
splendid  equipages,  tneir  gorgeous  church¬ 
es,  and  tlie  like.  Such  are  wont  to  scorn 
those  whhf  possess  fewer  claims  to  that  so- 
called  reaped  ability. 

There  ie  another  portion  of  Christendom 
whose  unhappy  situation  is  to  be  pitied. 
They  live  not  in  dties  or  large  town*,  but 
ia  rural  neighborhood*;  they  are  very  re¬ 
ligious  in  their  atteudonce  upon  the  servi¬ 
ce*  of  one  church,  end  perhepa  punctilious 
in  the  performance  of  many  private  and 
family  duties,  but  beyond  the  piectncta  ol 
thair  own  chnrch  they  know  nothing,  be¬ 
lieve  nothing,  care  nothing  for  the  progress 
Of  the  kingdom  of  God.  They  sometime* 
hear  of  revivals  of  religion  in  other 
obarcbea,  or  of  the  Christian  heroism  or 
benevolence  of  some  of  another  faith,  bat 
,  they  are  either  Incredulous  of  the  fact,  or 
they  ascribe  It  to  fortuitous  circumstance* 
la  nowise  associated  with  their  religious 
principle*.  With  such,  consequently,  the 
moat  erroneous  op  In  lost*  an*  often  enter¬ 
tained  ia  regard  to  the  peealUr  creeds,  tin- 
character  and  the  dnlAgs  of  other  churches. 
Accustomed  to  the  same  routine  from  child 
hood,  and  to  one  train  of  thinking,  they 
have  contracted  tb*  moat  Illiberal  and  on 
charitable  sentiment*  rv* pooling  those  of  a 
different  Communion.  F.- terming  their 
own  as  infallible,  they  have  lent  a  willing 
ear  and  given  randy  currency  to  every  re- 
nuk  or  cirenmatanee  to  the  prajudiee  of 
other  communion*,  Inculcating  the  same 
spirit  la  thair  children,  aa  though  it  were  a 
Christian  duty— and  this  In  some  Instancies 
Rom  gtmerallna  to  generation ;  till  bigotry

have  frequent  intercourse  with  other  cler¬ 
gymen  end  churches  ;  be  is  a  reading  uian 
and  especially  a  student  of  the  Bible,  nud 
If  hi*  tniod  be  pervaded  with  ita  senti¬ 
ments,  and  his  heart  imbued  with  its  spirit 
he  lisa  received  and  rejoiced  in  the  com¬ 
prehensive  declaration  of  our  Lord  !  “  One 
ia  your  master,  even  Christ,  and  all  ye  are 
Iwethran.”  Ought  he  not  then  sedulously 
to  inculcate  the  expansive  benevolence,  the 
fraternal  affection,  the  Christ-like  spirit  of 
the  above  passage  f  And  this  not  only  by 
occasional  animadversions  from  the  pulpit, 
but  also  in  bis  pastoral  intercourse  with  his 
flock,  by  earnest  precept  and  affectionate 
example. 

That  a  diversity  of  sects  exists  ia  un¬ 
doubtedly  a  wise  arrangement  of  Provi¬ 
dence  for  the  furtherance  of  hit  kingdom, 
and  the  promqtion  of  the  salvation  of  men. 

We  can  even  discover  the  beneficial  work¬ 
ings  of  this  order  of  things.  While  wo 
muy  lawfully  and  laudably  prefer  the  pecu¬ 
liarities  of  our  own  communion,  we  should 
look  down  upon  others  with  a  loving  re¬ 
gard,  and  rejoice  in  tlicir  prosperity  and  in 
the  blessings  of  God  apon  them,  remem¬ 
bering  that  “  we  are  all  the  children  of  God 
by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus.  There  is  neither 
Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  neither  bond  nor 
tree,  there  is  neither  male  nor  female,  for 
wc  are  all  one  in  ChriatJcaus.  And  if  we 
be  Christ’*,  then  are  wc  Abraham's  seed, 
and  heirs  according  to  the  promise." 

‘For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  cir¬ 
cumcision  svaileth  anything,  nor  uncircnm 
cislon,  but  faith  which  worketh  by  lore.” 

“  For  as  the  body  ie  one  and  hath  many 
members,  and  all  are  member*  of  that  one 
body,  no  also  I*  Christ.  For  by  ene  spirit 
arc  we  all  baptized  into  one  body,  whether 
we  be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be 
bond  or  free,  and  hare  been  ell  made  to 
drink  into  one  spirit.  For  the  body  ia  not 
one  member,  but  many.” 

Why  then  should  wo  have  a  controversy 
with  our  neighbor,  or  think  le«*  of  him  be- 
cause  Providence  lias  placed  him  in  a  dif 
feront  communion  1  M«y  he  not  live  to  the 
glory  of  God  and  promote  His  kingdom  at 
effectually  there  as  he  could  in  the  branch 
to  which  we  are  attached  f  To  doubt  it  it 
to  arrogate  ourselves  a  better  knowledge  or 
greater  benevolence  than  our  Divine  Mas¬ 
ter  has  evinced  in  thus  ordering  it.  Let 
us  rather  by  our  examplo  and  emulation 
provoke  to  that  brother  greater  zeal  in  love 
and  good  works.

We  hod  very  plca*unt 
weather  the  entire  p-nungc  ;  wo  passed 
“  Uatteras"  on  Saturday  morning  about 
2  o'clock.  She  fulled  to  give  us  a  puff,  ns 
wc  rounded  her  Cape.  Wc  arrived  in  Sa¬ 
vannah  on  Sunday,  about  noon.  The  visi¬ 
tor  wilt  find  Savannah  a  beautiful  city, 
abounding  in  pleasant  walks  and  drives. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  prorperous  cities  of 
tho  South ;  one  w  liich  does  an  enormous 
business  in  merchandize,  cotton  and  lum¬ 
ber,  its  whnrve*  during  most  of  the  year 
are  crowded  with  vessels. 

The  situation  of  Savannah,  her  perfect 
n\ilroad  facilities,  guarantees  her  a  brilliant 
future.  She  already  receives  nearly  ono- 
six tli  ol  tbo  cotton  crop,  and  new  avenues 
to  trade  are  constantly  increasing.  Much  of 
the  prosperity  of  the  ,  ity  can  be  dirt  ctlj 
traced  to  tbe  liberal  course  pursued  by 
tho  managers  of  her  great  railroad,  the 
“Georgia  Central.”  This  road  with  its 
branches  and  connections,  keeps  up  con 
slant  communication  with  Augusta,  Macon. 
Atlanta,  Columbus  and  New  Orleans,  etc. ; 
it  ia  pronounced  to  be  1':e  best  managed 
in  the  Southern  country.  Savannah  de¬ 
rives  its  principal  bear  y  from  its  wide 
streets,  flanked  with  mn-nifleient  trees— 
the  Oak,  the  Magnolia  end  the  Pride  of 
fndia  shades  the  way  to  pedestrians,  ma¬ 
king  walking  agreeable.  Forsyth  Park  is 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  prettiest  spots  in 
America,  it  i*  a  favorite  resort  of  the  bcau- 
monde  of  the  city.  At  early  evening,  the 
visitor  will  see  the  lovliest  faces— ruck 
besutke  ms  will  compere  favorably  with 
those  of  Baltimore.  We  went  on  board 
the  steamer  City  Point,  which  left  Savan¬ 
nah  Sunday  afternoon  at  3  o'clock,  and 
made  Fernsndins,  2  o’clock  Saturday  moi- 
nmg,  which  is  beautifully  situated  on 
Lnielia  island.  It  p  mvoases  an  excellent 
huibor,  easy  of  access  to  vessels  of  large 
tonnage;  it  has  a  considerable  and  in¬ 
creasing  trade  in  cotton  and  lumber,  it  is 
the  terminus  of  the  railroad  to  Cedar  Key* 
here  a  line  of  ateamers  connects  it  with 
Uavana  and  New  Orleans 
The  Riddle  House  is  a  well  kept  estab¬ 
lishment.  A  few  hours  after  leaving  Fcr 
nandina,  the  steamer  entered  the  tieautiful 
St.  Johns;  near  the  entrance  is  to  be 
m  the  8t.  John's  bluff,  tbe  aite  of  Fort 
Caroline,  and  ot  tlie  scenes  rendered  memo¬ 
rable  by  the  massacres  of  Spaniard  and 
Huguenot.  Tbe  officer*  of  tbe  steamer  City 
Point  are  well  versed  in  the  history  of  the 
country,  and  are  willing  to  impart  much 
infortnation  to  the  traveler.  They  will  al¬ 
ways  be  found  ready  to  promote  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  travelers,  and  to  make  the  trip 
a  comfortable  one.  The  trip  up  the  8t. 
John's  is  unlike  any  other;  the  river  pre¬ 
senting  scenca  entirely  novel;  the  stream  is 
in  most  places  two  miles  in  width  and  oft 
en  spreads  out  Into  great  lakes  from  twelve 
to  twenty  mile*  wide. 

The  St.  John's  is  undoubtedly  the  most 
tieautiful  of  Southern  rivers,  and  ws*  well 
named  by  ttie  Indians,  “the  string  of 
pearls."  The  steamer  made  the  trip  from 
the  mouth  of  the  river  to  Pulstka,  a  dit- 
tanee  of  75  miles  in  about  six  li  mrs,  stop¬ 
ping  at  all  the  principal  lar.dlogs,  which 
I  sball  describe  hereafter. 

JACKSOXVII.LX. 

Tliia  ia  the  moat  important  town  1* 
Florida,  and  is  tlie  entrepot  of  the  trade 
of  the  middle  and  eastern  sections  of  the 
State,  its  communications  with  the  Interior 
i*  perfect,  not  only  by  the  8t.  John'*  Biter, 
but  also  by  an  extended  line  of  railway, 
connecting  it  with  Tsllahnssee  and  other 
important  places.  Were  this  road  sod  it* 
brunches  managed  in  tlie  interest  n(  Jack 
•onvillc.  a  very  large  cotton  trade  would 
centre  here,  but  at  present,  the  strange 
spectacle  is  preaented  of  an  important  sea¬ 
port,  the  natural  outlet  of  tlie  product  of 
ah  mormon*  extent,  of  the  floret  cotton 
Arid*  tn  the  South,  doing  comparatively 
nothing  in  the  great  staple.  We  Irnfn  an  ef¬ 
fort  it  being  made  by  tho  merchants  of 
Jacksonville,  which  cannot  hut  receive  Hi* 
support  of  every  one  interested  in  tho  fu¬ 
ture  ol  the  city  and  State,  tn  bring  t»eck  to 
ita  natural  channel,  a  bualnesa  which 
wonld  create  a  degree  of  prosperity  little 
dreamed  ot.  A*  it  I*.  Jacksonville  caa 
lioaat  the  moat  progressive  business  commu¬ 
nity  of  any  town  of  ir*  six*  In  the  South, 
and  the  rapid  atridre  it  has  made  within 
the  paat  few  year*,  wonld  do  credit  to  any 
city  in  tlie  North  or  West.  Jacksonville 
is  the  great  centre  of  the  large  lumlter 
trade  of  Florida;  it  cmphiya  an  immense 
nnmlisf  of  vea  els  Carrying  cargoes  of 
soothers  pin*  lo  all  part*  of  the  world ; 
three  aad  the  innumcrabla  (teamen  plykag

AQUEDUCTS. 

The  construction  of  artificial  channel* 
for  the  cAnveyanrc of  water  dates  far  buck 
in  antiquity.  Wc  find  evidence!  of  their 
existence  among  nearly  all  nations.  In  Hi* 
reign  of  King  Solomon  capariou*  reser 
voir*  were  constructed  from  which  water 
was  carried  ait  mile*  by  an  aqueduct  to 
Jcruaalcm  ;  and  it  ia  said  tbat  toch  1*  their 
present  state  o'  preservation,  that  this  city 
atill  receive*  a  large  auppty  of  water  from 
tliia  source.  In  Mexico,  during  the  reign 
of  Montcxnma  an  aqueduct,  many  mile* 
in  length,  furnished  water  to  the  capital, 
and  it*  rnlns  testify  to  it*  ancient  magnitud* 
and  grandeur. 

ranuTiA*. 

The  moat  remarkable  aqueduct*  on  re 
cord,  either  in  re*pect  to  their  length.  Hi# 
difflcidtiea  attending  their  mnatruotion,  nr 
the  vast  expense  they  involved,  are  tho»n 
«f  tlie  Incn*  ot  Peru.  Three  sagacious  ni- 
I > -re  were  compelled  to  adopt  this  course 
lor  the  purpore  of  leriilizmg  their  tmrn-n 
and  sandv  territofire  which  wa*  nnproduct. 
ive  without  artificial  Irrigation.  Three 
aqueducts  were  several  hundred  mile*  in 
length,  and  *oroe  portion*  necessarily  Isullf 
upon  the  alopo*  or  the  Andes  Three  por¬ 
tion*  often  nquired  tunnel*  which  pend  ra¬ 
ted  the  solid  mcka,  and  again  were  cnrrlial 
over  wldo  chasm*,  com  pelting  the  erection 
of  wall*  of  aolid  uiamm  ry,  which  hod  to  In- 
constructed  without  the  avalstane*  ol  those 
Uhnr-aaving  appliance*  that  modern  mo- 
i Iianteal  genln*  ha*  invented.  Even  Hit) 

n*  of  ateri  or  Iron  tools  waa  then  unknown. 
Threa  aqmdaeta  w*r»  of  <R**»ir»  block#  ot 
hewn  atone*,  nicely  adjusted  to  each  orfu-r 
without  anv  cement,  with  the  mnnutarfure 
of  which  the  Peruviana  were  entirely  un- 
acquainted.  The  moat  celebrated  of  these 
aqueducts  extended  a  distance  of  lietweco 
four  and  five  hundred  miles,  and  bear  Hie 
moat  remarkable  evidence  of  the  energy 
and  pereevetaaec  of  tliia  people.  We 
find  auth>-ntie  record*  of  atmilai  itrudAtre* 
though  of  tar  mitre  limited  proportion*  in 
Egypt  and  Babylonia,  hnf  our  Inform# 
tion  respecting  Mir  in  ie  too  meagre  and 
unaatielaetory  tn  Justily  mure  than  a 
•inf  antiea

Historical  evi¬ 
dence  catHbllahc#  the  fact  that  not  less  than 
twenty-four  of  ilu-Hejiriictnrv#.  varying  In 
length  from  leu  lo  sixty-five  uiilcs,  con¬ 
ducted  water  Intu  the  tlijf  of  Romo.  One 
of  tlio-c,  styled  tin-  New  Anio,  extended 
more  than  »ixtv  three  mile*,  and  in  coiuo- 
queucu  iif  the  depressed  ►tale  ol  tbu  terri¬ 
tory  over  which  it  p  t**cd,  six  and  a  half 
urdVs  u ere  supported  o  i  *ti  interrupted  ae¬ 
rie*  of  srehre,  many  of  whieh  were  one 
liuiulre-l  left  in  height.  Another,  the  A- 
qiila  Martin,  was  thirty  eight  miles  In 
length.  In  the  construction  ol  which,  *«v- 
eil  thousand  arches  were  required.  Tlyi 
quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  citizens 
ot  Il-iiuo  by  these  stupendous  work*  Is 
without  a  parallel  In  modern  time*.  One 
ancient  writer  in  hia  eiitliuaiaam.  declared 
that  whole  river*  flowed  through  llie 
'streets  of  Rome.  To  all  estimated  p  >pi# 
lation'ol  1,000  000  cilMtcna.  not  less  tlnn 
30.000  000  cubic  feet  of  water  were  daily 
supplied,  or  more  than  800  gallon*  to  cat  h 
individual,  Thu  It  tiwan  people  built  oth¬ 
er  similar  structure*  in  various  portions  of 
their  possessions.  One,  at  Meta,  in  Brlgic 
Gunt.  is  report©.!  tn  have  excelled  iu  mag¬ 
nitude  and  grandeur  oven  those  which 
supplied  the  capital. 

Iii  modern  Europe  wa  find  many  works 
of  this  draciipt ion  worthy  of  note,  partic¬ 
ularly  iu  Turkey  and  Spain,  but  the  most 
deserving  of  mention  it  that  constructed 
by  Louis  XIV..  at  Veraaille*.  The  bridge 
by  which  it  it  supported  is  pronounood  by 
engineer*  one  of  the  most  splendid  tri¬ 
umphs  of  modern  art.  It  i*  alxiut  forty- 
Iqnr hundred  l*et  in  length,  more  than  two 
hundred  in  heitfht,  and  rret*  upon  three 
tier*  of  arch-  s,  one  upon  soother,  each  tier 
comprising  two  htmdrod  mid  forty  two  ar¬ 
ches,  »ith  a  .pu  r  of  fifty  feet.  This  nquo- 
d in  t  is  sixty  mile*  Iu  length,  pisscsthro* 
huiv-five  tunnel-,  nud  lias  tliu  capacity  to 
discharge  198,000  gallou*  of  water  per  mi¬ 
nute. 

AwxntCAR. 

Among  tbe  more  modem  aqueduct* 
which  can  now  Ik-  found  in  almost  every 
city  of  a,ny  magnitude,  those  of  N.  York. 
Philadelphia  nud  Boston  are  noted.  The 
city  of  Itostou  is  Bupit.'ied  by  Lake  Cochl¬ 
ea  ile,  which  comprehends  a  water  arm  of 
nearly  weven  hundred  ucres,  and  is  distant 
ittmot  twenty  ttorr~  mile#  from  the  rraenroir 
in  East  Boston.  This  is  capable  of  supply¬ 
ing  10  000,000  gallons  every  twcuty  four 
hour*. 

New  York  City  Is  supplied  from  tlie 
Croton  River,  whieh,  st  the  point  where 
the  aqueduct  starts  is  distant  from  the 
distributing  reservoir,  on  49th  street,  forty 
mill  u  half  milea  The  receiving  reservoir 
i»  capable  of  holding  150  000,000  gallons, 
and  the  dUtntiuting  reservoir  20.000.000. 
The  whole  cos  ol  this  invaluable  enter 
priso  was  nearly  eleven  milliou  dollar*.

The  sit  ir  is  io  arranged  that  the  sun-light, 
strenming  in  through  colored  glim  be¬ 
hind,  give*  to  tlie  inner  shrine  an  appear 
slice  of  bright  flame,  from  which,  iu  hues 
nf  gold,  ihe  i#n  diverge  in  all  dirwettons 
Uark  !  I  lie  bells  ore  ringing  from  the  sacred 
pot,  and  great  number*  of  person*  are 
kneeling  on  the  floor;  one  old  m*n,  with 
hands  outstretched,  in  front  of  us,  in  the 
fervor  of  his  devotion  bows  kit  head  to 
The  floor  and  touche*  Tf  with  Til*  forehead. 
A  great  dutuc  rise*  above  to  an  incredible 
height,  covered  with  painting-,  from  which 
the  dim  light  coincs  down  and  spreads  it¬ 
self  u|M>n  the  worshipers.  Here  is  a  priest, 
lie  approaches  us  as  we  write,  clothes!  in 
Iris  sacrsdotal  robe*,  and  silently  offers  the 
contribution  plate.  Innumerable  money¬ 
boxes  are  placed  in  different  spots,  each 
with  the  inscription  for  the  worship  of 
some  particular  saint.  All  around  us  are 
paintings  of  great  bennty  and  value,  their 
massive  frames  covered  with  gold  of  the 
early  Spaniards.  The  statues,  all  life-size, 
ire  countless.  Of  the  vssgnliude  ol  the 
room  In  which  we  are  writing,  we  form  a 
faint  ides  l>y  the  number  of  Urge  chsmk- 
Uers.  Of  tlicsc  we  coant  fourteen  in  s 
hasty  gjti'icc.

We  pat*  to  the  larger  temple,  where  also 
a-multitude,  in  the  absence  of  all  seats, 
arc  on  their  knees  in  worship.  Oh  I  that 
we  could  turn  them  Irom  tin  ir  images, 
liich  »ro  on  every  side,  and  from  the 
aniuts,  w  hich  they  fondly  imagine  are  hear¬ 
ing  them,  to  the  worship  ot  the  only  Bu- 
viourl  The  mournful  fact  Is  too  apparent 
here,  that  Cortez  never  destroyed  the  idol¬ 
atry  of  the  A  tte-a.  but  only  changed  its 
direction  by  baptteing  tlicir  pagan  god* 
with  Chriotlnh  narfte*  It  was  easy  thus  to 
convert  a  nation  tn  a  ilsy.
